Committee ^ Name . The Chairmn announced that as a result of 
National Security Council cation, the United States Intelligence Board w as 
created effective 15 September, terminating the Intelligence Advisory Com- 
mittee. The Indicator HROCIB is to be used vice HtQCXAC, with all series of 
its documents continuing in the nuntorical sequences previously established.

3 * j^llaafoers . ®se Chairman welcomed Messrs. Adhinson, Carroll, and Coffin 
to their first BKjeting with the Committee. 

^ gguaterpert Funds . Responsibility for presentation of this subject was 
incorrectly assigned to US.Y.A on the agenda for this meeting instead of to the 
Library of Congress. Mr. Coffin reported that the 85th Congress amended the 
Mutual Security Act and Public Law kQO specifi cally as follows: 
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"financing under the direction of the librarian of Congress, in 
consultation with the National Science Foundation and other interested 
agencies, in such amounts as may be specified frcsa tiate to time in 
appropriation acts, (l) pro grams outside the United States for the 
analysis and evaluation of foreign books, periodicals, end other 
materials to determine whether they would provide inf anoation of 
technical or scientific significance in the United States and whether 
such bools®, periodi c als, and other materials are of cultural or educa- 
tional significance; (2) the registry, indexing, binding, reproduction, 
cataloging, abstracting, translating, and dissemination of books, 
periodicals, and related materials determined to have such significance; 
and ( 3 ) the acquisition of such books, periodicals, and other materials 
and the deposit thereof in libraries and research centers in the United 
States specialising in the areas to which they relate;" 

As a first step in the ingderaentation of this program, the Acting 
librarian of Congress called by letter for a meeting on 1 October 1958 at the 
Library of Congress, to include representatives from: National Science 
Foundation, National Library of Medicine, Department of State and Agriculture, 
CIA, Association of Research Libraries, American Council of Learned Societies 
and the Social Science Research Council* Hr. Coffin concluded hie report by 
stating that the foreign currencies to be used for these projects must first 
be appropriated by Congress. 

The Chairman announced that in response to the Library of Congress 
letter, fee will represent KlOOJLd, and the Secretary of PRGCJQB wil l represent 
CIA at the October 1 meeting. The Navy member raised the question of non- 
Intelligence representation by the Department of Defense at this meeting.

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6. Library of Congress Proposal for a Monthly Index of Chinese Accessions .

the problem involved la the preparation of a Monthly Index of Chinese AeoBeeloga « 
Estimates as to the nwber of periodical arti^eiTto ^' indexed, for exBujg&et,’ 
vary frcral05>00Q to 185,000 pea* year. The Library of Congress hopes to have 
a draft proposal ready for the next meeting. The Chairman requested Committee 
meaSaera to canvass their respective agencies, regarding a) the need for suoh 
a publication, and b) ability to contribute to a central pool for payment of 
the costs of producing such an Index. The National Science Foundation trill 
check the proposal out with appropriate non-intelligence agencies. 

7. Status of Frogurement Smluations. The State Department reported that the 
draft of the Fa^ Eastern proctxrenseat evaluation is being reviewed by appropriate 
agencies, and that the finished evaluation should be sent to the field shortly. 

The Ch airm an reminded members that evaluations on Scsaadimvia and Latin America 
are due by 1 October. Comments should be transmitted directly to ICED/state, 
using some format as previous evaluations. 

8» USSR Subscriptions in Moscow . The Chairman read fresa a CIA library paper 
ccejparing 1958 and l^SSTsfoswiptioae to USSR periodicals available in Moscow, 
Reference was made also to the fact that the new 1959 Soyuapeehat* catalog lists 
approximately 30 new All-Union serial titles and over 300 Republic titles. 

9- Invitation to Raw Members. It was wsanlmously agreed to invite representatives 
from the two National LLor^?ies in Washington (Agriculture and Medicine) to 
participate in Comsiittee meetings* The Secretary has sent letters of Invitation. 

10. proposed HtQCIB Action . The Chairman reported his concern that there were 
many instances in the U.s. Oovernment community where foreign publications are 
procured either by Government travellers abroad or by other means and then not 
reported as available to the research community. To remedy this situation, he 
proposed that a letter (H£0CIAC~D~6, 16 September 1958, Draft) be sent to the 
Secretaries of Agriculture, Commerce, Interior, Labor, Treasury, etc. soiling 
for their cooperation in anau^G that foreign publications procured be reported 
to the respective libraries and in turn, reported in one or another of the 
available reporting media. Copies of the draft letter ware distributed to the 
members, who ware requested to phone in their coaaaants to the Secretary by 
1 October.

The Secretary distributed tor 
information a translation of on article' ‘from 5 August 1953 issue of Sovetskayn 
Kul'tura, by B. Kanevskiy, on the publications exchange program in the USSR. 

13* Availability of tf.8. PubUcations to USS R. The Bavy member reported that 
a Washington bookseller has been designatoOy“ the USSR Embassy as purchasing 
agent for U.S„ publications. The Jfevy member raised the question whether 
reciprocity should be considered. Xt was agreed not to tamper with the ex Xobing 
situation, since the Publications Officer end his assistant in Moscow do not 
have access problems as of the moment. This led to general discussion of the 
release of unclassified U„S* Departewnt at Defease and other Gtovernment 
publications to the Russians* The national Science Foundation laeaSaar win 
report on this subject at a future meeting.
